October 16.—Congress 
completed its work for 
the session today that adjournment by 
the middle of next week seemed prac- 
tically assured.

fall short of the necessary votes.

According to The Cor- 
riere D’ltalia he twice offered his res- 
aS foreign minister, but the 
premier considered it was best, owing 
to the difficult situation, to postpone 
any action regarding the v.ace. It is 
reported that the German ambassador 
to Italy, when he heard of tthe death 
of the marquis, said: “This is per- 
haps ‘the greatest misfortunre for the 
central empires since the War began.” 

Ihe doctors agree that the war did 
net cause the death of the foreign min- 
ister, but say that the end certainly 
was hastened by the arduous work to 
which he submitted his already weak- 
ened constitution. When death was 
near during a moment of conscious- 
ness, the marquis turned to those 
about him, and, pressing the ha.d of 
Under Secretary of Foreign Affairs 
Borsarelli, said: “I have done my 
duty.” Then he collapsed and spoke 
no more. Professor Clementi, a close 
friend of the marquis, intoned prayers 
for the dying man. 

The Giornale D'Italia says that the 
pope sent a special benediction to Mar- 
quis di San Giuliano before his death. 
The newspaper adds: 

“This act of high plety toward a 
political personage, who, as a deputy 
and as a minister, was ingpired in his 
work ‘through a pure sense of patriot- 
ism to united Italy, has rendered the 
new pope more august and more ven- 
erable to Italians.” 

The newspaper expresses the opin- 
ion that Marquis Antonio di San 
Giullano was first Italian minister to 
receive at the point of death a papal 
benediction. 

The body of the marquis, dressed in 
the uniform of a minister, is lying in 
state.. Around his neck is the grand 
collar of the Order of the Annuncia- 
tion and on the uniform are arranged 
172 decorations. 


GERMAN SOCIALISTS

Berlin, Septemher 29.—Although the 
socialists in the Reichstagz voted for 
the $1,250,000,000 appropriation to car- 
ry on the war, and althouvh the mem- 
bers of the party went to the front 
enthusiastically, their political creed 
has not been altered.

Washington, October 16.—Dispatches 
to the British embassy today gave ab- 
stracts of a manifesto issued by lead-

‘Manifesto issued entitled ‘British 
Movement and War,’ signed by 
labor members and leaders of labor 
movement declared false the 
ments made in various countries re- 
garding attitude of labor to war.

It con- 
demns Germany’s wanton violation of 
Belgium’s neutrality and recognizes 
that Britain, after exhausting the re- 
sources of peaceful diplomacy, was 
bound in honor, as by treaty, to re- 
sist Germany's aggression. The vic- 
tory of Germany would mean the 
death of democracy in Europe, conse- 
quently the labor party supports the 
government. Until Germany is beaten 
there can be no peace 

“The president of the local govern- 
ment board states that fears of wide- 
spread dislocation of trade have 
proved unfounded and with few ex- 
ceptions unemployment is very much 
less serious than anticipated. Many 
districts report that trade is experi- 
encing a distinct revival. 

“The German paper, Vorwaerts, 
states that hundreds of thousands in 
Germany are without work and de- 
pendent upon charity. Winter will 
increase enormously the number and 
misery of the unemployed.” 


U.S. TO GET ALL NEWS 
PRINTED IN LONDON 


London, October 16.—(9:35 p. m.)— 
Sir Stanley Buckmaster, director of the 
Official Press bureau, during a con- 
ference today with American newspa- 
per men, assured them that the Brit- 
ish censors would write nothing in 
dispatches which was not put there 
by the authors of the messages.: He 
said that extracts from London pa- 
pers, which already had been censored, 
could be cabled. 

Official reports from Germany will 
be permitted to go through to Ameri- 
ca unchanged unless they seem to re- 
flect unfairly and untruthfully on the 
allies, other than England.

TAKES GERMAN STEAMER 


San Francisco, October 16.—The Pa- 
cific Commercial Advertiser, of Hono- 
lulu, copies of which reached here to- 
day, relates how the Duc De Montpen- 
sier, who has offered his services to 
the British admiralty, captured the 
German merchantman Hamamotal 
while scouting off Tsing-Tau in his 
yacht, the Mekong.

“The officers of the Hamamotal made 
no resistance, and we put a prize crew 
aboard and took her into Weihaiwel, 
where she is now held.”

City Electrician Seeks Repeal 
of Law Introduced by Al- 
derman Thomson. 


During a discussion before the elec- 
tric light committee Friday afternoon, 
City Electrician R. C. Turner charged 
that the recently enacted ordinance 
requiring the city clerk to notify the 
Georgia Railway and Fower company 
when council passes up new lights to 
be installed, was framed OF Alderman 
Thomson to be used as political mate- 
rial against him in his recent cam- 
paign. 

Turner told the committee that the 
ordinance was not an effective meas- 
ure because it divides responsibility 
between two departments. He strongly 
urged its repeal. 

Alderman» James W. Maddox, who 
started the discussion when he asked 
for information concerning lights 
passed up by the general council, sug- 
gested that if the committee felt in- 
clined to repeal the Thomson measure 
that the author should be consulted. 
Alderman Thomson, who was attending 
the street committee meeting, denied 
that he was inspired by animosity 
when he framed the ordinance. He ex - 
plained that the ordinance was drafted 
by him for the reason that frequently 
lights, after having been passed up 
by council, were not installed, and no 
record of lights could be kept. He 
urged the committee to be patient un- 
til the end of the year, and give the 
measure a fair trial. The committee 
decided to let the ordinance remain in 
effect until the end of the year. 

The committee passed up the follow- 
ing new lights: Peters and public al- 
ley, on right side of Peters street; 
series lights on West Peachtree and 
Tenth: series corner Parsons and 
Euarlee: series on McDonald and Cam- 
eron: arcon Brookline and Stewart ave- 
nue, and a series light on Lillian ave- 
nue and Stewart. 

The committee authorized the instal- 
lation of telephones at the Washington 
Heights, Stewart Avenue, Greenwood, 
schoo] headquarters for supervision; 
Atlanta Normal and Moreland Avenue 
schools.

HOLD CONFERENCE 
ON VICE SITUATION 


Woodward and Seven Mem- 
bers of Police Commission 
Hold Secret Session in the 
Mayor’s Office. 


The grand jury’s “vice and graft” 
probe shifted Friday afternoon to 
Mayor James G. Woodward's office in 
the city hall. 

Following closely on the adjourn- 
ment of the grand jury and the ap- 
pearance in the afternoon papers of a 
statement credited to Police Chief 
James L. Beavers to the effect that 
vice would have been more nearly 
wiped out if he had been given the co- 
operation of the police committee of 
council and the _ police commission, 
members of the police board began to 
arrive at the mayor's office. 

With seven members of the board 
present, Mayor Woodward went into 
a conference immediately upon his ar- 
rival at his office from the grand jury 
room. 


Pledge of Secrecy. 

In the conference were Commission- 
ers Fain, Johnson, King, Pace, Clarke, 
Dixon and Councilman A. R. Colcord, 
an ex-officio member of the board. 

The doors leading into Mayor Wood- 
ward's private office were locked from 
the inside, and for more than forty 
minutes the mayor and the commis- 
sioners were in close consultation. 

Several commissioners declared that 
they were under a pledge of secrecy 
not to discuss what transpired during 
the session. Commissioner Andy King 
told reporters that the commissioners 
conferred with Mayor Woodward about 
matters pertaining to the police de- 
partment, but would not state whether 
such matters concerned the grand 
jury’s investigation .of the mayor's 
charges. 

Reports which came from sources

Dalton, October 16.—(Special.)—The 
large six-cylinder runabout car be- 
longing to George L. Hardwick, of 
Cleveland, Tenn., was ditched and com- 
pletely demolished, at Rocky Face, 
just north of here this morning, and 
the occupants barely escaped with their 
lives.

Rivalry Between Two Negro 


Undertakers Is Cause of 
the Trouble. 


The spirit of John Hamilton, colored, 
and deceased, might be roving in 
elysian heights above, but. the body of 
John—poor John—is being shunted 
helplessly about on earth by a bail 
trover that hag been issued against his 
“mortal remains,” the first legal docu- 
ment of its kind to ever be given 
against a corpse.

away, or will not be forthcoming 
to answer the judgment that may 
be made in said case.

The company has discontinued the 
use of jute bags for feed sacks, and 
has substituted cotton sacks. During 
every twenty-four hours the mill con- 
sumes the following: 

(a)—$600 worth of cotton flour bags. 

(b)—-$200 worth of cotton for feed bags. 

(c)—$400 worth of cotton covers for 
small bags. 

(d)—-$25 worth of cotton baker’s bags. 

Total $1,225 worth of cotton sacks con- 
sumed each day. 

E. B. Clark, president of the E. B. 
Clark company, of LaGrange, has writ- 
ten that the Banks & Ramsey company 
has authorized the acceptance of cotton 
on the basis of 10 cents a pound in 
payment of notes on horses and mules 
sold at LaGrange and West Point. The 
firm’s business during the season 
amounted to $75,900.

You thought 
of the man that David Warfield had 
reared from unlovely surroundings and 
practices to heights of real nobility of 
soul. You forgot all about David 
Warfield, the actor. It was Simon 
Levi, the man, you remembered. 

And this, after all, is the best of 
acting—the ability to make one forget, 
to create so cunningly that the ele- 
ment of make-believe is lost sight of. 

Never was a task accomplished with 
more consummate art than the fash- 
ioning of Simon Levi. Not for one 
moment did you think of David War- 
field. He was completely lost 
sight of if, the curtain went 
up on the dingy shop in Hester street 
he had.vanished in thin air. In his 
place you saw a Yiddish merchant of a 
type whose exterior is familiar to us 
all. Amusing? Yes, he was amus- 
ing. Amusing because he spoke 
broken English, used the wrong words 
and grew speechless when excited. 

Not at all lovely or lovable. This 
first glimpse of Simon Levi—just the 
average “old cloes” merchant, greedy 
for gain, given to all the tricks of 
the trade, pinching pennies here, given 
to sharp practices there until he has 
amassed a comfortable fortune. 

But as the story unfolds itself, we 
see something fine and noble beneath 
the rough, almost grotesque covering. 
Under the dross of ill-fitting clothes 
there beats a heart of gold, and in 
that heart is one of the rarest of vir- 
tues—-gratitude. It burns like a bright 
light, and when he speaks of the wom- 
an who befriended him when he was 
poor and sick and penniless, the face 
of Simon Levi glows with a fire which 
causes the masque of comedy to be 
lifted and the real man to stand forth. 

His tenderness to the orphan -daugh- 
ter of this woman—people of: another 
faith—is touching.

FOR WAR, SAYS GARDNER 


Washington, October 16,—Represent- 
ative Gardner, of Massachusetts, in the 
house today urged the adoption of his 
resolution for an investigation of the 
preparedness of the United States for 
war. He said the country had not 
awakéned to the meaning of 42-centl- 
meter guns and superdreadnaughts, and 
that the time had come for us to “ruy 
our eyes and look about.” 

“For a dozen years I have sat here 
like a coward in silence while men have 
told us how the United States can safe- 
ly depend in war time on the state 
militia and the naval. reserve,” said 
Representative Gardner: “All the. time 
I knew it was not so. Under that de- 
lusion in ten short years we have let 
our navy slough off until today it is a 
very bad third and sinking rapidly 
to fourth or fifth place among the 
world navies.”

Washington, October 16.—General 
Carranza’s resignation has not been 


presented to the Mexican convention at 
Aguas Calientes.
